Greetings, 


I was corresponding with another Anchorite and recalled an incident which 
happened about 25 years ago involving a Collins 1 kW commercial AM broadcast 
transmitter. Ever since then I just haven't held Collins designs in quite 
the same esteem as previously. 


The reserve transmitter at the station was a 1 kW Collins. (20V maybe? I 
forget.) Everyone hated to use the Collins, cuz it had a tendency to shut 
down on ‘em. Its problem was arcing across the output loading capacitor 
(obviously undersized, as the plate separation was very small). If the 
operator wasn't alert, this usually resulted in two 833(?) tubes with 
vaporized plates. (These were big jugs, two terminals on the top, two on 
the bottom; no sockets, just bolted in place). The whole event from arcing 
until vaporization took no longer than five or six seconds. BTW, I solved 
the problem by replacing the variable capacitor with a fixed cap of the 
appropriate value. 


I realize the heresy in suggesting that Collins might have had a design 
flaw, but, if my recollection is correct, a lot of ham rigs have larger 
plate separation in the loading capacitor than that Collins broadcast 
transmitter did.

However, they 
are DIRTY AS CAN BE on one side, the side that faces up. It almost looks 
like a 1/32" of soot but is too grey to be soot in my opinion. Cleans off 
pretty easy with a little pro-409 (water and others didn't work) leaving them 
looking like new. Also spotted evidense of carbon tracks near the S-meter 
cal pot. Perhaps a little fish paper is in order when I re-assemble it. 


Next question: 


I have a blow-up of the schematic above my desk at work for decoration. Many 
people have wandered by and asked what it is, which ends up in about a five 
minute discussion about vacuum tubes, etc... Today someone asked me if I 
could bring one into work, which got me thinking. Currently, I have only 
minitures, metal octals, and a couple of 76's and 80's which are either new 
or working, so I wouldn't want to bring those in, and the minitures and metal 
octals are not very good for "see that in there, that is a plate" type of 


thing. 


Does anyone have a rather large size (larger the better!) tube with good 
filament(s) that they would like to sell for a small sum plus shipping that I 
could point to when people (mostly space types) come around and start asking 
questions?
